I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  on  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  for  1966. 

I commenced  my  appointment  as  your  Public  Health 
Inspector  on  1st  December  1966,  in  succession  to  Mr.  J.C. 
Angus  who  resigned  in  early  August.  Much  of  this  report 
deals  with  work  ably  carried  out  by  my  predecessor. 

The  amount  of  new  legislation  and  consequential 
work  continues  to  increase  yearly  and  1966  was  certainly 
no  exception  with  over  100  Regulations,  Orders  or  Ministry 
Circulars  being  issued.  \'J i th  all  legislation  relating  to 
environmental  hygiene  being  of  equal  importance  it  is 
becoming  a matter  of  some  concern  that  with  the  increase 
of  work  some  spheres  are  not  being  covered  as  adequately 
as  necessary. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  interest  taken  in  the 
work  of  the  department,  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  co-operation  and  to  the  staff  for  their  loyal  support 
and  willing  help.

V/ater  Supply 


The  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  deep  bores  at  the  Council's 
Waterworks , Southminster  Road.  Instructions  were  given  to  the  Council's 
Consultant  Engineers  to  prepare  a scheme  for  a new  reservoir,  to  he  sited  at 
Ostend,  together  with  ancillary  mains  and  pumping  equipment. 

20  routine  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  main  supply  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  samples  gave  satisfactory 
results . 


A number  of  complaints  were  received  drawing  attention  to  brown 
discolouration  of  the  water.  This  was  attributed  to  the  presence  of  sand  in 
the  mains  and  where  possible  practical  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  a recurrence. 

A few  properties  in  the  district  are  still  supplied  with  water  from 
private  wells.  These  were  sampled  periodically. 

Factories  Act  1961 


There  are  46  factories  on  the  Register.  Conditions  were  found  to 
be  generally  satisfactory  in  those  premises  visited. 

As  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Appendix  I to  this  report 
sets  out  the  prescribed  particulars  on  the  admini strati on  of  the  Act. 

Essex  County  Council  Act  1952 

Houseboats  and  Jetties 

10  applications  were  received  from  owners  for  the  Council's  consent 
to  moor  a houseboat  and  in  certain  cases  erect  a jetty.  Approvals  were 
issued  in  respect  of  10  vessels  and  8 jetties. 

The  demolition  of  one  derelict  houseboat  was  completed  in  June 
following  the  service  of  a statutory  notice  on  the  owner. 

The  difficulties  previously  experienced  in  maintaining  an  accurate 
list  of  the  owners  of  houseboats  due  to  change  of  ownership  have  been 
successfully  avoided  as  all  consents  issued  were'not  transferable'. 

Caravans  and  Camping  Sites 

There  are  three  licensed  sites  in  the  district.  One  of  these  is 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Council  and  contains  50  caravans.  The  sites  are 
used  from  April  until  October  only.  Piped  water  supplies  and  sanitary 
conveniences  are  available  on  the  sites.

One  part-tine  operator  for  Rodent  Control  is  enploj^ed  and  he  works 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  methods  of  control  are  strictly  adhered  to. 

The  Council  have  resolved  to  treat  private  dwellings  free  of  charge 
but  the  whole  of  the  cost  of  treating  business  premises  is  recovered  from 
owners  at  the  rate  of  10/-  per  hour. 

Mai don  Rural  District  Council  continue  operating  a contractural 
rodent  control  service  to  some  farms  in  this  district. 

Drainage 


The  two  year  contract  for  the  Sewerage  Works  and  sewering  of  the 
Northern  area  of  the  district  commenced  on  1st  January  1966.  The  sewering 
was  virtually  completed  and  kOfo  of  the  treatment  works  completed  during  the 
year.  The  majority  of  the  180  properties  which  have  cesspool  and  other 
unsatisfactory  drainage  arrangements  will  be  connected  to  the  new  sewer  on 
completion  of  the  scheme.'  Cesspools  are  emptied  by  a private  firm  of 
contractors  and  during  the  year  the  Council  arrange  for  a total  of  344 
emptyings . 


Hous ing 
General 


During  1966  progress  was  maintained  towards  the  improvement  and 
repair  of  many  sub  standard  houses.  This  was  particularly  noticeable  with 
works  connected  with  the  Improvement  Area  despite  a shortage  of  suitable 
labour  to  carry  out  the  work. 
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Improvement  of  Houses  within  the  Improvement  Area  No.  1 

The  Council  continued  the  delegation  of  their  powers  under  the  Housing 
Act  1964  to  the  Housing  & Planning  Committee  and  several  meetings,  including  3 
Special  Meetings,  were  held  during  the  year  to  discuss  with  all  interested 
persons  the  Council's  proposals  for  compulsory  improvement  of  tenanted  dwellings. 
The  following  action  was  taken  during  the  year:-~

As  a considerable  amount  of  work  to  the  Improvement  Area  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year  I give  below  a summary  in  respect  of  the  Improvement 
Area  up  to  31st  December  19-56 . 


To  recapitulate  the  Improvement  Area  was  declared  by  the  Council  on 
the  24th  November  1964.  The  area  covers  approximately  20  acres  and  at  the 
time  of  the  Declaration  it  consisted  of  a total  of  233  dwellings  of  which 
155  were  owner  occupied  and  78  were  tenanted.  Of  these  figures  53  of  the 
owner  occupied  and  7 of  the  tenanted  dwellings  complied  with  the  full  standard.

The  number  of  representations  received  from  tenants  outside  the  Improve- 
ment Area  is  still  small  and  disappointing.  In  only  four  cases  did  tenants 
submit  written  representations  requesting  the  Council  to  exercise  their  powers 
and  compel  the  landlords  to  improve  the  dwellings.  These  representations  were 
accepted  and  Preliminary  Notices  served  in  respect  of  four  properties.  One 
owner  gave  a written  Undertaking  to  carry  out  the  necessary  works  but  the  tenant 
subsequently  withdrew  the  application.  Immediate  Improvement  Notices  were  served 
in  respect  of  3 properties. 
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Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

One  application  was  received  for  a Discretionary  Grant  in  respect 
of  an  owner/ occupied  house;  this  was  approved. 

Standard  Improvement  Grants 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  once  again  that  there  was  an  increase  in 
the  total  number  of  applications  received  for  Standard  Grants.  All  49 
applications  received  were  approved  although  one  was  subsequently  withdrawn. 
17  of  the  grants  approved  were  in  respect  of  owner/occupied  houses  and  32 
were  tenanted  houses.  Improvements  were  completed  in  32  dwellings  during 
the  year.

In  terms  of  the  Act,  the  Council  have  powers  to  attach  to  licences 
any  condition  as  to  the  safe  keeping  of  petroleum  spirit.  The  serious 
consequences  of  an  electrical  fault  causing  a spark  and  igniting  petroleum 
vapour  cannot  be  over  emphasised  and  from  1st  January,  1966,  the  following 
condition  was  inserted  in  all  new  or  renewed  licences :- 

"In  the  case  of  petrol  filling  stations  and  other  premises  storing 
petroleum  spirit  in  underground  tanks,  the  licensee  shall,  at  his 
own  expense  every  three  years  cause  to  be  tested  by  a Chartered 
Electrical  Engineer,  an  approved  Electrical  Contractor  on  the  roll 
of  the  National  Inspection  Council  for  Electrical  Contracting,  or 
a Member  of  the  Electrical  Contractors  Association,  all  electrical 
circuits  supplying  each  petrol  service  pump.  The  report  on  the 
testing  to  be  forwarded  on  the  Council's  approved  form." 

All  licensees  who  have  electrical  pump(s)  were  informed  of  the  new  condition 
and  in  3 instances  the  electrical  inspection  reports  showed  the  installations 
to  be  unsatisfactory  and  potentially  dangerous.  The  necessary  work  was 
carried  out  prior  to  the  issue  of  the  licences. 

Food  Complaints 

A complaint  was  received  regarding  the  condition  of  a brown  loaf 
purchased  from  a multiple  store  outside  this  district.  An  examination 
revealed  the  bread  was  affected  by  mould  growth  and  its  estimated  age  was 
10  to  14  days  when  sold.  The  matter  was  investigated  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  of  the  district  concerned.  The  Council  decided  to  take  no  formal 
action. 

Sampling 

Four  samples  of  wrapped  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Meat  Inspection 

100$  meat  inspection  service  was  maintained  at  the  private  licensed 
slaughterhouse  and  all  animals  were  inspected  post  mortem  in  accordance  with 
the  amended  Meat  Inspection  Regulations, 

Eight  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse,  including  three  by  a 
Veterinary  Surgeon.  A total  of  68  animals  were  killed.  The  particulars  of 
the  carcases  and  offal  inspected,  and  rejected  in  whole  or  in  part,  are  set

Food  Hygiene 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  of  premises  in  the  town  has  continued  to 
rise.  There  are  however  two  points  which  will  need  special  attention.  Several 
food  handlers  still  continue  to  smoke  whilst  handling  open  food.  Others  smoke 
whilst  they  are  in  a food  room  but  not  actually  handling  food.  It  may  well  be 
they  do  not  realise  that  smoking  is  not  allowed  in  any  food  room  in  which  there 
is  open  food  and,  as  beer  is  a food,  some  barmen  are  amongst  the  worst  offenders. 
There  is  much  scope  in  this  sphere  for  the  education  of  food  handlers.  Another 
area  where  improvement  is  necessary  is  the  habit  of  some  shopkeepers  to  display 
unwrapped  and  open  food  for  sale  on  counters  or  in  other  positions  where  there 
is  a risk  of  contamination. 

During  the  year  the  Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations  1966  as  amended  came  into  operation.  These  Regulations  lay  down 
standards  \vhich  generally  mean  that  market  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  will 
have  to  comply  with  similar  standards  to  those  which  have  applied  to  shops  for 
the  past  12  years.

Further  general  inspections  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year 
and  the  standards  found  have  been  by  and  large  satisfactory.  When  owners 
of  registered  premises  have  informed  the  Department  of  their  intention  to 
carry  out  alterations  or  improvements  to  premises,  the  effects  have  been 
discussed  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Act  and  Regulations.  The 
prescribed  particulars  required  on  the  administration  of  the  Act  are  set 
out  in  Appendix  II. 

Council  Houses 


The  Council  owns  229  dwellings  and  the  maintenance  and  supervision 
of  these  is  the  responsibility  of  this  Department.  In  addition  to  the  one 
full  time  Craftsman,  a Plumber  was  employed  by  the  Council  in  September 
1966  and  part  of  his  time  is  spent  carrying  out  work  of  Council  House 
Maintenance.  This  has  enabled  urgent  plumbing  repairs  to  be  attended  to 
more  quickly  and  this  is  shown  in  the  reduction  of  orders  to  outside 
contractors  (including  statutory  undertakers)  from  63  for  the  first  three 
months  to  19  for  the  last  three  months  of  the  year. 

A painting  contract  was  awarded  to  an  outside  contractor  for  the 
external  painting  of  68  properties. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1957  the  Council  pur- 
chased a two  bedroomed  house  at  15,  Queens  Road.  Improvements,  including 
the  building  on  of  a bathroom,  were  carried  out  during  the  year.
